Crown 
Against 


Appeals 
Judge’s 


Decision 


The Crown contended that the reasons given 


by Judge A. D. Scholes 


for his quashing of a 


charge of conspiracy brought against five mien 


and a woman in respect 


of squatter resettlement 


were bad in law, declared the Acting Attorney- 
General, the Hon. Arthur Hooton, QC, this 


morning applying to the 


Full Court for orders 


certiorari and mandamus against the Judge. 


The charge that Judge 
Scholes ruled out becouse he 
was not satisiied that the 
particulars of the charge  con- 
stituted an offence was the first 
against Cheung Kau-wah, Chow 
Chun-yin, Au Shiu-sang, Ne 
Hau, So Ping-kwong and Mary 
Daisy Wong ‘Mang-tung, alleging 
that they had conspired with 
others not in custody, between 
January and February this year, 
by fraudulent means and dis- 
honest devices, to obtain from 
the Urban Council, permits 
under the Squatter Resettlement 
Areas ‘Regulations for persans 
who had misrepresented, cr fall- 
ed to disclose, thelr true cir- 
cumstances relative to residence 
to the public servants «vhose 
duty {t was to enquire into this 
matter. 

Mr Hooton submitted that 
there could not be a more cogent 
charge of ¢effceting a public 
mischief than that. The Icgis- 
lation Intended certaln Innd to 
be set aside for persons in need 
of and meriting assistance for 
ra@ettiement. The decision ar 
to who {cll into this category of 
persons rested with the Urban 
Council. If persons got to- 
gether by false representations 
4o the Urban Council} to obtain 
a permit to occupy these arcas 
they were defeating the whole 
purpose of the legisiation and 
preventing persons genuinely in 
need of and meriting assistance 
from getting It. 

The Full Court comprised the 
Acting Chief Justice, Mr Justice 
T. J. Gould, ond Pulsne Judge, 
Mr Justice C. W. .

The law referred to were the 
Emergency Resettlement Areas 
Regulations, 1952, satd Mr Hooton 
reading Regulations 3 and 4 
which he said were the most 
important relating to the charge.
